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HISTORICAL 
(Revised and Edited, 1959, by Ray Byrne) 


On June 14, 1878, eight men met formally in Pitts- 
burgh to organize a society for the study of numis- 
matic science and for exchange of ideas and informa- 
tion. On that date the Western Pennsylvania Numis- 
matic Society came into being. The founders were: 


George H. Clapp S. H. Morgan 
Frank J. Kirk John Rivett 

E. F. Maynard George W. Rode 
Henry McKnight R. W. Shipman 


This group continued informal meetings during 
the first year, and on June 20, 1879, when the mem- 
bership roll included seventeen names, the first offi- 
cers were elected. These officers were: 

S. H. Morgan, President 
Frank J. Kirk, Vice-President 
George W. Rode, Secretary 
E. F. Maynard, Treasurer 

J. E. H. Kelley, Curator 

The present constitution and a set of by-laws were 
adopted on November 21, 1879, and these original 
documents, subscribed to with the signatures of the 
early members, remain in the Society’s possession. 
After some years, disagreements arose among the 
members which resulted in a formal dissolution of 
the Society on December 6, 1889, and the library 
and cabinet were divided among the members at that 
time. The Society remained dormant until 1910, when 
it was revised by some of its members, who organ- 
ized it under the original constitution. 

Since its revival, the Society has continued to grow 
and flourish, much of the credit for which belongs 
to George F. Marlier who served as President 
through many of its most difficult years. The library 
has been re-established and continues to grow; 
monthly meetings have proved to be a valuable 
source of information and mutual help to the mem- 
bership. The Fiftieth Anniversary of the Society 
was celebrated by a dinner at the Rittenhouse Hotel, 
in Pittsburgh, on June 14, 1928, at which time a 
medal was issued to commemorate the occasion. The 
Sixtieth Anniversary was also marked by a dinner 
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in the Harvard-Yale-Princeton Club of Pittsburgh 
on December 18, 19388. 

The Society issued medals in 1878 and 1879 as 
official souvenirs of the Pittsburgh Exposition in 
those years. Each was struck in silver, white metal, 
bronze and brass, and although no record survives of 
the numbers struck, complete sets are difficult to 
obtain. The medal issued in 1928 was designed by the 
late Andrey Avinoff and was produced by the Medal- 
lic Art Company of New York; 10 were struck in 
silver and 400 in bronze. All of these pieces are 
illustrated in the present publication. 

Close ties have been maintained with the American 
Numismatic Association, to which the Society was 
host at its annual convention in August, 1935. This 
was the second visit of the A. N. A. to Pittsburgh. 
The Association’s first convention, following its 
organization in Chicago in 1891, was held at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., in the Spring of 1892, but adjourned to 
complete its business later in the same year at 
Pittsburgh. Relations with the Carnegie Museum, 
where the Society’s meetings have been held for 
many years, have also been most cordial, Andrey 
Avinoff, Director of the Museum from 1926 to 1945, 
was an honorary member, as was George H. Clapp, 
our last surviving charter member and long a Trus- 
tee of the Museum, while four other members have 
served as curators or associates in the Museum’s 
Section of Coins. 

The present issue of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Society comes in the Eighty-Second Anniver- 
sary year. The Membership Roster which is included 
attempts to list all members with the years of their 
election to membership. This has been based upon 
the Roster published in 1938, amended by later addi- 
tions to the membership and by information gleaned 
from further study of old records. It is probable that 
errors and omissions still exist since minutes of 
many early meetings have been lost or destroyed. 
It is hoped that members and former members will 
communicate to the Secretary any information that 
ray have which will provide correction of these 

efects.

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CONSTITUTION 


Adopted November 21, 1879 


: Article I 
This Society shall be called “The Western Pennsyl- 
vania Numismatic Society”. Its object shall be the 
promotion of Numismatic Science and the formation 
of a Cabinet and Library for the use of its members. 
Article IT 
_ The Society shall consist of Resident, Correspond- 
ing and ‘Honorary Members. 
Article III 
The officers shall be President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and ‘Curator, all of whom shall 
be eleced annually at the regular meeting in June. 
They shall hold office for one year, beginning with 
the regular meeting in July. 
: _ Article IV 
The right of voting, of holding office and of trans- 
ee business shall be confined to Resident Mem- 
ers. 
Applications for membership must be made to the 
Secretary in writing before action by the Society can 


be taken. 
: Article V 
A ag Society shall possess a Certificate of Member- 
ship. 
Article VI 


The name of a candidate for membership of any 
class must be proposed in writing, by a resident 
member, in good standing, and the nomination shall 
lay over until the next regular meeting of the Soci- 
ety, when the election may be held, by ballot. Two- 
thirds ((%) of the members present may suspend 
the rules and action on the application can be taken 
at once. 

Three (3) black balls shall exclude from election. 

: Article VII 
, The Society shall not be dissolved as long as seven 
(7) resident members remain, except with the con- 
sent of all the members. 


Article VIII 
The Society shall establish such By-Laws as may 
be deemed necessary for its government and regula- 


tion. 
Article IX 

No change shall be made in this Constitution un- 
less by vote of three-fourths (%) of the members 
present at a stated meeting and unless notice of the 
proposed change shall be given in writing, signed by 
three (3) members, at a previous meeting. 

BY-LAWS 
Adopted October 4, 1938 
Article I, Meetings 

1. The regular meeting sha'l be held the first Tues- 
day of each month at 7:30 P.M. 

2. Five (5) Resident Members in good standing 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

3. The order of business shall be as follows, viz:— 

1. Reading of the minutes of ‘the previous. 
meeting. - Treasurer’s report. 
. Reports of Committees. 
. Correspondence. ~ 
. Deferred business. 
. New business. 
. Program. 
. Adjournment. 
Article II, Officers 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society, shall approve in writing all expenditures 
ordered by the Society, and shall direct the activities 
of the Society. 

2. The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the 
President, perform the duties of the President; and 
in the event of a vacancy in the office of President, 
that office and title shall be assumed by the Vice- 
President until the next annual election. 

3. The Secretary shall keep correct minutes of all 
meetings of the Society, in books provided for the 
purpose; he shall keep the accounts between the 
Society and its members; he shall receive all money 
due the Society, and shall pay it over to the Treas- 
urer taking his receipt for the same; shall notify all 
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members of the time and place of meetings; and 
shall attest the President’s approval of expenditures 
ordered by the Society. 

4. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary 
all money which may be paid to the Society, and 
shall give his receipt for the same. He shall have 
custody of all funds of the Society, and shall be 
authorized to open accounts in such banks as neces- 
sary, He shall pay all obligations of the Society upon 
receipt of written approval by the President, attested 
by the Secretary. The Treasurer shall keep a correct 
account, in books provided for the purpose, of all 
money received and paid out, which books shall be 
open to inspection by any member. 

5. The Curator shall have charge of all coin, books, 
etc., belonging to the Society, and shall keep a cor- 
rect catalogue of the same. He shall permit access 
thereto by the members, under such rules as the 
Society may adopt. 

6. The President shall present a written report, at 
the Annual Meeting, of the activities of the Society 
during the preceding year. The Secretary, the Treas- 
urer, and the Curator shall each present a written 
report, at the Annual Meeting, of the work of their 
respective offices during the preceding year. 

Article III, Committees 

1. The standing committees of the ‘Society shall be 
the Executive Committee, the Program Committee, 
the Publicity Committee, the Membership Commit- 
tee, the Auditing Committee, and the Nominating 
Committee. 

2. The Executive Committee shall consist of the 
officers of the Society and the Chairmen of the Mem- 
bership, Program and Publicity Committees, and 
shall meet from time to time as it deems necessary 
or on call by the President. It shall have power to 
conduct. routine business subject to the approval of 
the Society at its next regular meeting. It shall also 
have power, subject to the Constitution and the By- 
pid at i tl poe poviely: in matters of emer- 

y, where time will not permi i i 
meeting of the Society. : ie ae atl 

3. The Membership Committee shall receive all 
applications and recommendations for membership; 
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shall investigate all applicants; and, after meeting 
to consider applicants, shall submit a written report 
of its investigations. The duties of the Committee 
shall not extend to cases of Honorary Membership. 

4. The Program Committee shall have charge of 
programs, special events, etc., and shall arrange 
places for meetings of the Society. 

5. The Publicity Committee shall, wherever pos- 
sible, bring to public attention the activities of the 
Society which are of general news value; shall when 
possible publicize the science of numismatics; shall 
inform the membership of numismatic meetings, 
conventions, etc., shall prepare the Society’s mem- 
bership roster, etc., when that is ordered to be print- 
ed; and shall when possible arrange for public exhi- 
bition of numismatic material. 

6. he Auditing Committee shall be appointed ‘at 
the Annual ‘Meeting, and shall consist of two mem- 
bers, neither of whom shall be the Treasurer, Secre- 
tary or Curator. The committee shall audit the books 
of the Treasurer, Secretary and Curator, and shall 
present a written report of such ‘audit at the next 
regular meeting. 

7. A Nominating Committee of three members 
shall be appointed at least one month prior to the 
ieee Meeting and shall report at the Annual 
Meeting. 


Article IV, Dues, etc. 

1. The Initiation Fee shall be two ($2.00) dollars, 
payable with application for membership, and the 
dues shall be one ($1.00) dollar per annum payable 
in advance. Any member who neglects to pay his 
dues for three years shall be suspended after action 
has been taken by the Society, at any stated meeting, 
until all his dues have been paid. 

2. The Society may expel a member upon receipt 
of a resolution, presented in writing and signed by 
three (3) Resident Members in good standing. Such 
resolution shall be laid over until a subsequent meet- 
ing of the Society, when it shall be presented for 
action, provided that written notice of the time, 
place, and purpose of such meeting has been given 
to the offending member. Upon passage of such a

present, the President shall declare the offending 
member expelled from the Society. ; 

3. Any member may withdraw from the Society 
by paying in full all indebtedness to the Society, and 
by signifying his desire in writing. Any member who 
has withdrawn from the Society may rejoin within 
one year thereafter by signifying his intention in 
writing, and without payment of initiation fees; such 
application for readmission to be presented to the 
Society for action as if a new application. 

4. No member shall without the consent of the 
Society, lend papers, books, medals, etc., belonging 
to the Society to any person, not a member. 


Article V, Members 

1. Honorary Members who have been elected from 
the roster of. Resident Members shall continue to 
have the same rights and privileges as prior to elec- 
tion to Honorary Membership. All Honorary Mem- 
bers shall be exempt from payment of dues. 

2. Corresponding Members shall be elected for a 
term of two (2) years. They will be expected to cor- 
respond with the Society at least once every six 
months on topics relating to the objects for which 
this Society is established. 

3, The names of the eight (8) founders of this 
Society and of all Past Presidents and of the Hon- 
orary Members, whether living or dead, shall be 
published in every printed list of members of the 
Society. 


Article VI, Amendment 

1. Changes in or additions to these By-Laws shall 
be made only as follows:—(a) Notice of a proposal 
to amend shall be given at a regular meeting of the 
Society, and the proposal shall then be laid over 
until the next subsequent regular meeting; (b) In 
notices to members, the Secretary shall state that 
amendments have been proposed for action at the 
next regular meeting; (c) At the next regular meet- 
ing following the proposal to amend, the proposal 
shall be read and submitted to a vote, and upon 
approval thereof by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present the amendment shall have full 
effect as part of these By-Laws.

The “Webster's New world Dictionary 
of numismatics is “the study or collection of coins and 
medals". The word coins is generally expanded in this 
sense to mean anything that at one time or another is 
ugpec as money or as @ substitute for money (paper currency, 
parking tokens, street car fares, ete.). Ihe Numismatic 
Society began with informal meetings of eight men in 
Pittsburgh. Formal meetings began on June 20, 1579 with 
the election of officers. The founders were: George He 
Clapp; Frenk J» Kirk; E. Fe Maynard; Henry Meinignt; 

S. He Netenins John Rivett; George sw. Rode; and Re We 
Shipmane Meetings and cluod functions have been continuous 
excluding the period December 6, 1669 until 1910.

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Economically the Society is maintained through 
donations, the Carnegie Museum (Pittsburgh), and yearly 
dues. Donations in the past have been in the form of 
coins Gonated to be sold at suction and conations to 
cover certain expenditures.

Ae publication "The 
Numismetist" and we in return have the use of their 
facilities, the most valued of which is their librarye 
Contact by members has given us &@ corresponding affiliation 
with The Boston Archaeological Society and the highly 
valued privilege of using the vast quantity of materials 
belonging to the American Numismatic Society in New York.

The Society is regulated by the original 
constitution and By~Lews (adopted October 4, 1938).

Regular 
meetings are held in the Carnegie Museum the first 
Tuesday of each month.

Meetings are formal in the manner Stated in the By-Laws. 
Basicaliy they are channeled along a numismatic line, 
although at times things get bogsed down in method and 
organization probleuis. Nuwisuaticelly, reports of the 
new issue cowmitice are heard. These pertain to varicus 
new cOins, nulismatie books, and publications recently 
issued. The new coin reports are generally sketchy 
beeeuse These are well reported in other numismatic 
publiceticns which the members are assumed to be in 
contact with. Yet coins of special interest are mentioned. 
The recent Austrian Mint error on the 1564 Uriilparzer 


ccolmemorative twenty-five schilling piece received much 


- 


attention. Books and publications are of fundamental 
importance and are usually reported. This is in line 

with the basic numismatic intent of the organization. 
Counterfeit and reproductions of numismatic items are 
reported by any individual who has obtained information 
on suche This a protective measure for members and possibly 
for the world of coin collectors. Coin robberies, becoming 
Quite prevalent in the Fittsburgh area, are reported in 
the same vein. The program is a paper presented by one 

of the members as speaker of the evening. The subject 

of the paper can be on any of the varicus fields of 
nunismatics. A few of the papers to be read over the. 
‘period September, 1964 to August, 1965 are "Numismatic 
Equestrians", Swastika on @oins”, "Religous controversy 

on Coins", and “Eerliy Americen Gold". The papers should 

be about one half hour in length. Last end many tines 

the most interesting is the viewing of exnibits. A short 
review of materials displeyed is presented by the indiv- 
idual dieplayers. After adjournment the displays are 


viewed by the members.

of information, which becomes his most ticklish problem. 
The Society tries to isaintain good relations with the

The Scciety has a strong constitution, a long term i 
interest in numismatics, a well thought out program of 
future prcgrams, and the mutual understanding that coin 
investment hes no piace in the Society funetions. The 
constitution is specific in stating that the ob 
the Society is “the promotion of Numismatic Science". 
The long teru interest in numismatics has produced first, 
stabilizing qualities in the older members. Second, a 
wealth of xnowledge and interests that is passed from 
these elders to the younger weubers « third, numismatic 
collections have grown to the point that interest is 
centered in these fields and does not fall into new 
coin investment. Fourth, collections have become varie 
@honghlines such as medais, tokens, and other fields 
in which the speculative segment hes not taxen hold. 
A definite desire to keep the WeFeNeSe Out of the invest- 
ment field bas grown, perhaps a type of counter revolutione 
A pre-thought out progran has made it possible by the 
choice of speakers and subjects to increase the desire 
for numismatic study. 

tne acceptance of new members is now based

As for disruptive forces in the society it 
is beleived that the only possible reason for the 
cOllapse of the Society would be basic dishonesty, 
probably climaxing in the stealing of exnidit materialise 
However because of the selective principles tnis is 
not foreseen. Une other question that may be asked could 
be : How much effect coes the pdea of excluding coin 
‘investment senteol tne personal dealings of the members’? 
it is beleived tnat members Lave not moved into tne | 
investment flurrye They have , theough, in nearly all 
eases made woney in the buying and selling of coins. 

As one member puts it “Individualiy they maxe money on 


coins, in a group they are as pure as the driven snow." 


Regardless the WeP.eN.S. is still a Society 


in which members are enjoying themselves, their associations, 


their coins, and are putting out worthwwhile numismatic 


information, and generally promoting the Science of 


Nuwismaties.
